" "There is no forage plant better 
adapted to the needs and condi- 
tions of Southern agriculture than 
this rank, free-growing annual, It 
will thrive luxuriantly upon the 
rich, swampy, cane lands of Louis- 
iana. On the driest and most 
sterile worn out uplands it serves 
the admirable purpose of supplying 
. a larger quantity and better quali- 
ty of clover than any other bean or 
Ipver. And whenever a crop of 
rpeas has been taken off a field 
urface soil is left richer by a 
good many pounds of that most cost- 
ly plant foods, nitrogen. The roots 
of the cowpea enter deeply into the 
oil, opening and loosening it far 
down for the benefit of the roots of 
ftjre succeeding crops of corn, cotton 
•#pd tobacco. It has been found by 
»jjtperiment that the fertilizing 

fof the roots and stubble of 
jwpeas are very considerable 
ot as great as that of the hay 
ved from the field.

The upper soil 
layers, freshly stirred and mellow- 
ed in autumn, lose more by leachiny 
and washing than they do in an un 
plowed leld covered by its w inter 
mulch of decaying herbage, though 
in both cases there is a decided los- 
of fertility over what would result 
by follow ing the pi as with a crop of 
rye, winter wheat, the turf-formiug 
winter oats, winter vetch, or crim- 
son clover. The yields of forage are 
better on rich soils than on poor 
ones, but the beneficial eilects upon 
the succeeding crop due to the 
growth of this one are not so mark- 
ed in the former case as in the lat- 
ter." 

A proper liming of the soil, when 
the crop has been turned under, is 
quite sure to obviate all danger of 
•somness." If the turning under is 
delayed as it should be, until the 
seed pods are advanced enough to 
show the form of the seed, there will 
be little or nodanger of an injurious 
amount of "warery green herbage. " 
Lime should always be applied 
when green crops are turned under. 

'•The yield per acre varies ac- 
cording to the varieties and the 
method of cultivation.

AS TO STREET NUMBERS. 



Any Attempt To Change The Sys- 



The statement in a local paper 
that a party from another city 
claims to have numbered the city 
of Hopkinsville on a system of his 
own, with the intention of getting: 
out a directory, makes it necessary 
to warn the public that the proposed 
change in numbers is without any 
authority from the city council. In 
1884 an ordinance was passed num- 
bering the houses on the Phila- 
delphia system, which allows 100 to 
the block, beginning at a central 
point and numbering in four direc- 
tions. When the subject of num- 
bering was brought up in the coun- 
cil two months ago, in anticipation 
of free delivery, the council ap- 
(1'^nted a special committee com- 
posed of Messrs. Wall, Dalton and 
Tibbs to attend to the matter. This 
committee after careful considera- 
tion, and after correspondence with 
government officials in Washington 
and Cincinnati, to satisfy themselves 
I that the present plan was the 
'••Philadelphia system," decided to 
*make no change. 
VAbout 600 numbers are already 
up in the city and capable canvass- 
ers have measured the lots and as- 
A6ignedthe proper numbers to un- 
•^Humbered houses. This work has 
been done under the proper author- 
ity and the property owners and 
city officials have been or will be 
supplied with duplicate numbers. 
The numbers are in accordance 
with an ordinance and can only be 
changed by an ordinance repealing 
the existing one. 

In order that the public may fully 
understand the worthlessness of 
any publication using different 
numbers, we herewith give an offi- 
cial statement from Councilman 
Wall, of the numbering committee:

5,000 YEARS OLD. 



Ears of Corn Found in Pottery by 
Archaeologists, Planted and 
Qrew toQiant flaize. 



Corn that has remained hidden 
for thousands of years in the heart 
of an Arkansas mountain, 
which is declared by those who 
have examined it to be not 1< 
than 5,000 years old, has been d 
covered and planted, and the cc 
that has been raised from the plant 
is in the possession of the origina 
owner of the recovered cereal 
George Barnum, of Columbus, Neb 

Some time ago a relative of Mr 
Barnum, while wandering in 1 
mountain cave near his home, foun< 
some curious and ancient pottery 
This pottery was submitted to ar 
chaeological experts, who declare! 
that it was certainly 5,000 yean 
old. The most interesting part of 
the find was that in one 
hermetically sealed, sev< 
corn were found. It occurred to 
the finder of the pottery that it 
would be interesting to experiment 
with this corn, 
entertained the hope that after 
such a lapse of time it could be 
made to grow. ] 
planted it in a corner of his farm 
land last June, and the result hai 
been marvelous. 

The corn proved to be giant 
maize. In spite of the dry and un 
favorable season it grew to a height 
of fifteen feet, the stalks measuring 
in circumference seven inches, with 
leaves five feet long. This was all 
the more surprising because other 
grain grow from modern seed and 
planted near to that found in the 
cave shriveled and perished under 
the heat of the sun. The grains oi 
the corn are in all respects like 
other corn, except that they are 
much larger, and are in color dark 
chocolate. 

Mr. Barnnm is being besieged b) 
his farmer acquaintances with re 
quests for seeds. One of these 
curious ones, John E. Burton, of 
Milwaukee, Wis., has made a per- 
sonal investigation of the story of 
the discovery of the corn, and, 
satisfied that it is perfectly genuine, 
he has obtained a supply of the 
seeds from Mr. Barnum, and 
begin experiments on a farm owned 
by him. A great deal of interest 
has been awakened in the matter 
through the West, and others will 
try to grow plants from the pre- 
historic seed, so that there is no 
danger of the corn relapsing into 
its former out-of-the-world state.

tit. and the farmer is richer by "half 

a ton or more of prime pork for 
ery acre planted. Chickens and 
turkeys als<> rat the ripe peas and 
do well on them. Cattle and hWsea 
are sometimes pastured on them, 
but the safer and economical way 
of feeding cowpea vines to such 
stock is to cut or pull and feed par- 
tially wilted. There will be less 
waste and destruction from tramp- 
ling- and if each animal is given 
only so much as it can eat clean, 
the greatest economy as well as 
greatest profit will result." 

There should be judgment dia- 
played about feeding freshly-cut 
cowpea vines as there is danger in 
Bloating animals. 

It has been found that, as a rule, 
it does not pay to use high-grade 
commercial fertilizers on COWpCas; 
this, however, depends ; 
deal on the soil and on what crop 
is to follow this green manurial 
It is usually unprofitable to fertilize 
with expensive nitrogen, in the form 
of nitrate of soda or of guano, a 
en the organic nitrogen of cotti 
■ed meal does not act upon this 
crop as rapidly as upon cotton and 
the cereals. The nitrogen of the 
fertilizers seems not to influence the 
rcentage of protein in the crop, 
and the general opinion of the agri- 
culturists in the South is that it 
does not cause a sufficient increase 
in yield of vines to pay the cost. 
At the Delaware station 160 pounds 
of muriate of potash per acre 
doubled the yield of vines, super- 
phosphates produced no effect. At 
the P^eorgia station combinations of 
superphosphate and potash gave 
the best results, but later experi- 
ments there indicated that large 
amounts of potash are unprofitable 
and that superphosphate at the 
rate of from 200 to 400 pounds per 
acre gave better results. Super- 
phosphate are very much prefer- 
able to untreated rock phosphate. 
The latter can be sold at much 
lower rates, and it remains to be 
seen whether itwouldnotbe a profit- 
able method to apply the soft phos- 
phate to the cowpeas for the bene- 
fit of the succeeding crop in the ro- 
tation, for if has been found that 
the insoluble phosporic acid of the 
untreated rock becomes changed to 
forms available as plant food in the

caving vegetable matter in the soil. 
If it is found that this process can 
be relied upon, then the cowpea 
will have another valuable quality 
added to it. namely, that of being 
able to change into high grade and 
more costly superphosphate the low- 
grade and cheap but unavailable 
phosphoric acid of the untreated 
rock. 

The chief functions of this crop, 
then, ate to furnish large amounts 
of nitrogen abstracted from the air 
and fixed in the roots and stubble 
in a conveniently available form for 
the use of succeeding crops: secoadi 
to produce a large yield of vines 
and peas rich in digestible protein, 
which, either as hay or for soiling 
purposes, will take the place of con- 
centrated nitrogenous foods: and, 
third, to supply humus, which acta 
directly and indirectly to produce 
fertility by breaking down and i 
dering available the basis miner- 
als of the soil. The fertilizing 
value of the nitrogen in the vines is 
entirely dissipated or greatly dimi- 
led by weathering when they 
are left on the surface of the field 
during the winter. Hence to se- 
cure the full value the cowpei 
should be fed and the stable m 
nure returned to the field. If the 
ines are plowed under in autumn. a 
unter forage crop, such as winter 
ats. crimson clover, rye or vetcbei 
hould be planted to prevent the 
leaching and washing action of the 
nter rains.
